Those intimately acquainted with the Governor 
say he is not given to discussing himself, but 
much rather prefers listening to interesting 
things about others. 

In his home life and with friends he is re. 
garded as an amiable companion. Most of his 
evenings, when he is not tiled down by business, 
he passes with Mrs. Cox. He is an extensive 
reader and studies the Bible closely. 

“I doubt if any minister in the State reads the 
Bible more than the Governor,” remarked a man 
who has been close to the Cox family. ‘He is 
also a student of Thomas Jefferson and is fa- 
millar with the life of that great Democrat. 
Gev. Cox is also fond of reading history, and its 
Well informed on international questions.” 


Shows Great Endurance. . 


He is a man of robust health, unrelenting en- 
érgy and remarkable endurance. His wife knows 
him to be a hearty eater. He is particularly fond 
of bologna, apples, game and fish. 

“I never knew a man who ate more apples 
than the Governor,”’ said a former newspaper 
associate. “I think it is the apples he eats that 
help to keep him in such fine physical condi- 
tion,” 

As a rule Gov. Cox goes to bed early and rises 
early. Often he is at his office long beforo his 
assistants, ready to begin the day's grind. He is 
® sound sleeper and it is said that he “can fall 
asleep in a minute.” Those who have campaigned 
with him know that he can lie down any time 
and go to sleep instantly. He is thoroughly re- 
freshed 15 minutes later, when he is aroused to 
go to the rear platform and deliver a speech. To 
this is attributed the secret of his endurance in 
Conducting an arduous speaking campaign. 

Although very fond of good music, the Gover- 
mor does not play any instrument. He is not a 
frequent visitor to the theater, but enjoys going 
occasionally, particularly if the offering is of 
the lighter type—good comedies. He is an ad- 
vocate of clean plays and was largely responsible 
for the creation of the Ohio Board of Motion 
Picture Censors. 

Gov. Cox loves horses and dogs. In the early 
days, when trotting horses were more fashion- 
able than they are at this time, he was always

Troubles as a Publisher. 


Gov. Cox is fond of fishing and usually puts in 
two weeks at Brevoort Lake in Northern Michi- 
gan. Most of his fishing is done with a faithful 
old guide who has been ‘hhunting and fishing with | 
the Governor for 15 or 20 years. Muscalonge, 
pike and black bass are his favorite fish, al- 
though he spends a day or two each summer at 
a small trout stream. 

Cox has hunted big game in Newfoundland, | 
where he has killed moose and caribou.

Of late years, however, he has not had time to 
go into the fields.

the town, and when the Daily News, under Cox’s | 
management, began to criticise anything In the) 
city worth more than a dollar it brought down) 
upon his head an immense amount of wrath. An! 
effort was made to drive the young fellow out of 
the city by filing lawsuits against his paper. 

At one time the total of these suits against the 
Daily News was $500,000, whereas its total as- 
sets were about $5000. A judgment was never 
rendered in a court in Dayton against the Daily 
News, and the suits were almost invariably with- | 
drawn after the complainant had found that he/| 
could not bluff “Jimmy” Cox.

First Lesson in Finance. 


One of the amusing incidents that occurred on! 
the Daily News soon after Cox bought it was an 
interview he had with his bookkeeper. He called | 
the bookkeeper into his office and asked him how | 
much advertising the paper would have to carry | 
at prevailing rates to pay expenses. The book- 
keeper did some figuring and finally decided | 
that if the entire paper were devoted to advertis- 
ing it would not bring in enough money to pay ex- 
penses. That was Cox’s first real lesson in 
finance. Hesaid: “TI want you to figure the rate 
I shall have to charge for enough advertising to 
fill one-half of tie paper and pay expenses.” 

The bookkeeper did so, and the increase 
anmounted to more than 100 per cent In rates. 

“Then,” said Cox, “that will be our rate for 
the present.” And it was. At first he was unable 
to bring in enough advertising to fill half the 
space. ~ 

On one occasion Dayton was visitha by a little 
group of Eastern men who proposed to consoli- 
date two banks, acquire a street railway or two, | 
and do other tricks in high financing. Cox in-! 
vestigated and came to the conclusion that it/| 
was a conspiracy to make a getaway with money 
for the promoters. The Daily News told the. 
story... The financiers were furious. They had 
been libeled, they said, and humiliated and their 
credit injured.

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AN INTERVIEW WITH GOV. COX BEFORE 
HIS NOMINATION TELLING OF HIS 
_ WORK AS OHIO’S CHIEF EXECUTIVE 


(Gov. Cox Tells How He Handled 
Three Ohio Industrial Crises

\ DAYTON, O., July 10. 

AM sending to the Post-Dispatch an in- 
| terview I had with Gov. James M. Cox 

before the Democratic national conven- 
tion. His views, given frankly on the sub- 
jects which he has fought out as Ohlo’s ex- 
ecutive for two terms, are of particular inter- 
est now, when his qualities are being as- 
sessed as the Democratic candidate for the 
presidency. 

Of the various things Gov. Cox sald, per- 
haps the most characteristic, as showing his 
attitude toward \the problems of government, 
was this: 

“If I have been of any service in the af- 
fairs of government, it is due to the fact 
that I came from the masses. I know the 
experience of the under fellow, and I feel 
sorry for any public officer who has not him- 
self had the same experience.”’ 

Gov. Cox was seated at table in the break- 
fast room of his splendid new residence, 
Trails End,”’ about four miles south of this 
city, on the Cincinnati turnpike. He paused 
long enough to pick up and munch with 
slow relish one of the giant strawbérries 
which he grows on the 100-acre farm from 
which in the summer time a large propor- 
tion of his table delicacies are supplied 
Then in sharp, clean-cut, incisive language 
he continued: 

“IT have thought continually that the de- 
linquency &f government is in not devoting 
itself sufficiently to the vital welfare of the 
individual. In other words, that into the 
fabric of government we should weave the 
golden thread* of humanity. That's entirely 
the spirit of the new order in Ohio.” 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent had been 
lucky enough to receive an invitation to 
breakfast with the Governor, who had prom- 
ised to point out some of the things that he 
thinks have been accomplished in the Buck- 
eye State, and to give some of his views on 
the manner in which a government should 
be run. Across the table sat Mrs. Cox, look- 
ing her approval of all the Governor said, 
but seldom entering into the conversation 
save to inquire whether it would be two 
lumps or one. 

Outside the limbs of the oak and hickory 
trees which make up the rugged background 
into which ‘“Trail’s End” is set almost 
brushed against the sides of the many-win- 
dowed room. “Russell,” the Governor's 
negro butler, moved noiselessly apnout, plaoc- 
ing dishes and keeping at hand a plenteous 
supply of ham and eggs and hot cakes. 


His Fight for a Liberal 
Constitution for Ohio 


The Governor was frésh from a walk about 
the estate, which is one of his four chief in- 
terests in life, the others being his family, 
his newspapers and his public career. 
Throughout the conversation Mr. Cox spoke 
with deep earnestness. 

To understand all that he said from the 
outset, it is necessary to point out that In 
1912, when he first decided to run for Goy- 
ernor, the State of Ohio was in the throes of 
a discussion as to whether it should put into 
effect a new and liberal constitution.- The 
then Congressman Cox stumped the State 
for it, and, with others, fought until he had 
put it over. Then he was selected as the 
logical candidate of the Democratic party 
to put the Constitution into execution. 

“The new Constitution,” he said, as he 
drew back from the table and lit a short 
briar pipe, ‘‘was full of mandates, for the 
people would not take chances with their 
State Legislature and insisted on putting 
thelr hopes tn the form of commands. When 
I became Governor I served notice on the 
Legislature that this Constitution had to be 
put into effect and that every one of the 
mandates had to be carried out. 

“What has been the result? Take our 
courts, for instance. The duties of courts are 
to conserve the liberties of the people. But 
our courts were antiquated and were falling 
to perform their function. For instance, I 
recall one case of a widow who sued for 
damages, and the only way that case was 
ever decided was 20 years afterward, when 
the lines were written, ‘Case dismissed be- 
cause the plaintiff is dead.’ There had 
never been a verdict on the facts. 

“Now we stopped all that. The condition 
was the cause of unrest. Soap-box orators 
were abroad denouncing the courts and ¢m- 
ployes who sought to obtain damages were 
bound down by the old common law doc- 
trines of assumption of risk and contributory 
negligence. 


His Work for Laws in Aid 
Of Injured Workingmen 


“Did you ever stop to think that the man 
who is occupying a position in one of these 
dangerous occupations—-perhaps a plant 
where explosives are made—is rendering a 
service to society? And yet, under the old 
law his family took the whole load if he 
met with death or injury. Our new laws 
changed it. In 1912 there were 50,000 sults 
between employe and employer. Last year 
there were fewer than 50 cases in the oourts 
and since 1913 the recall of the judiciary has 
not been mentioned even by the soap-box or- 
ators. 

“The number of accidents has been large- 
ly reduced because under our workmen's 
compensation law, which fs a part of the re- 
form, the employers are constantly kept up 
to enuff in the matter of decent safeguards 
in their plants.” 

Next the Governor teok up the question 
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lic,” said Gov. Cox, “did three un- 

usual things. They provided a 
written Constitution; they described hu- 
man freedom, and they established its safe- 
guards. What they feared was not ter- 
rorism of the Government by the people, 
but Government terrorism over the public. 
That is the danger we are in now. We 
must not terrorize. We must teach and 
help and assimilate the foreigners and 
teach them that we let the people rule 
here and that we have all the facilities for 
evolution so that there is no reason for 
revolution. During the steel strike, from 
one of the Pennsylvania towns close to the 
border word came that 50,000 strikers were 
making their way into Ohio. There were 
wild calls from Cleveland to the State 
Capitol asking me what I was going to do 
about it—if I was going to call out the 
guard. I responded that Ohio had not yet 
revoked her right of free assemblage, and 
that she did not intend to. The strikers 
came and held their meeting, which they 
were unable to hold in Pennsylvania be- 
cause of the archaic law against the 
assemblage of more than three persons, 
and then returned peacefully to their 
homes. 

“There came a time when the employers 
wanted to open up their ‘industries and 
they wanted the guard called out to pro- 
tect them. I sent back word that, if they 
wanted to open, they were to go ahead and 
open, and that they would be protected 
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according to the laws of Ohio, but that 
the guard would not be called out until 
it was needed. I sent for the Mayors and 
told them that they must preserve the 
law or face removal. And all of them did 
their duty except one. This man was re- 
moved and was replaced by a Republican. 

“On another occasion word was flashed 
to Columbus that a large group of strik- 
ers was assembling on the southern border 
of the State and was going over into West 
Virginia to make trouble. I sent a man 
down there and he went to the men in 
their hall where they had met prior to 
departing. He talked to them, he reasoned 
with them. He told them some of the 
things that we were trying to do. The 
result was that the trip was abandoned. 
There has not been a shot fired in Ohio 
in a labor strike in six years. 

“One instance comes to my mind which 
shows how the laborer is coming to regard 
the State. There is a factory on the Penn- 
sylvania border which is half in one State 
and half in the other. There was a man 
in that factory who received a mortal 
wound. Instinctively as he lay on the 
floor almost unconscious he began to crawl 
toward the State line, because he had been 
told that over here was workmen’s com- 
pensation and protection for just such 
cases as his.” 

“Do you believe in collective bargain- 
ing?” the Governor was asked. 

“I do,” was the reply, “and have said 
so publicly.” 


of the licensing of saloons, which was one 
of the things that the new Constitution made 
possible, and for which he fought. [In doing 
so he made it plain that he is not a pro- 
nounced wet. It is only on the most excep- 
tional occasions that the Governor drinks 
s0 much as a glass of wine or beer. But he 
has strong views that, If the majority of the 
people of the country want their beer, they 
should be allowed to have it. 

“There is nothing that I have contended 
for more,” he puts it, “thap that we should 
hold to the will of the majority. Otherwise 
we are going to face the will of the Bolshe- 
vik. 

On one point the Governor was emphatic. 
It was charged during the 1918 campaign 
that Mr. Cox received large support, financial 
and otherwise, from the liquor interests. 

“The distillers and brewers never contrib- 
uted a cent to my campaign,” he declared. 
“The brewers beat me in 1914 for closing 
the saloons on Sunday.” 

“The new Constitution,” he went on, 
“provided that there should be no more than 
one saloon to 1000 in population, while the 
laws gave the State the right to revoke li- 
censes. That was the system which gave 
the Governor his power over the saloons, 
and our opportunity to enforce for the first 
time a provision demanding their closing on 
Sunday. Before that they had been noto- 


riously open. 


Showed Cincinnati Mayor 
How to End Sunday Saloon 


“The Mayor of Cincinnati said, it couldn't 
be done, but I told him that it would be done, 
or I would remove him from office. The key 
turned on every door, and they were closed. 
I may add that the Anti-Saloon League was 
indorsing me at this time. You know you 
never demonstrate the wisdom or fault of a 
law until you enforce it.” 

Then came the subject of a State budget. 

“In my second term in Congress,” Mr. Cox 
explained, “when I served on the Committee 
on Appropriations I saw the waste of public 
funds through the non-budget system of do- 
ing business. My fight for the budget in the 
State of Ohio was the result and its worth 
has been demonstrated by the fact that de- 
spite the increasing costs of everything during 
and since the war, we have no new method 
of tax collection, and have not increased a 
single tax. A tax rate that has not been in- 
creased holds true right up to today. Of 
course, there has been a material increase in 
property values which raised the amount of 


our assessments. 


“Why, I Found Men Who 
Had Been Lost in Prison” 


“There was a cutting down and consolidation 
all along the line brought about by the new 
Constitution. Twenty prison institutions 
were combined under one Board of Adminis- 
tration. Two State offices were abolished, 
three members of the board were taken off 
the ballot and combined in an appointive of- 
fice. We combined three agricultural depart- 
ments into one and 15 labor departments 
were brought together under an industrial 
commission. We abolished the Board of 
Pardons and appointed a Board of Clem- 
ency. Prior to that it had been al- 
most impossible for a man who did not have 
mongy or an ol4 mother to mortgage her 


home to get his case before the old boar. 
The new board went into the prisons from 
the first day and made their offices there.” 

And it was when the Governor got down to 
the subject of his prison reforms that he 
waxed tremendously enthusiastic. His voice 
fairly shook as he said: “Why, I found men 
lost in the penitentiary. I found one man 
who was sent there 10 days before I was born. 
lie had been there for 42 years, and his 
case had never come before the pardon 
board.”’ 

Then he related this instamce: A young 
man had been sentenced to one of-the Ohio 
jails on his conviction of killing his mother. 
The case was entirely circumstantial, and in 
the minds of everybody there was doubt as 
to the man’s guilt. It came to the Board of 
Pardons and the board recommended that 
he be released on the ground that he was in- 
nocen*. But Gov. Cox has made it a prac- 
tice never to pardon a man until he had a 
personal interview. So he sent for the young 
convict and a conversation like this ensued: 

Governor: Tyey tell me you are a 
changed man since you have been in prison. 
Are you? 

Convict: 

Governor: 
to society? 

Convict: Yes. 

Governor: Now do you think that any 
man who owes a debt to society ought to lie 
to it? 

Convict: I do not 

Governor: Well, I represent society. 
me, are you or are you not guilty” 

“I am guilty, sir,"’ responded the convict, 
who for many months had been protesting 
his innocence. 

Furthermore, an investigation of the case 
developed that the young man had, when a 
mere boy, a mental affliction which was re- 
sponsible for the act anc which he later out- 
grew. The former prisoner is now an officer 
in the Y. M. C. A. fn one of Ohio's cittes, 
and is leading an exemp ‘sry life. 


Put Prisoners Out in the 
Sun to Reform Them 


“Prison reform is most important,” went 
on Gov. Cox. “There was an idle house in 
the penitentiary where there were 2000 men 
In my first message to the Legislature I sald 
that prison was not entirely a place for punt- 
tive measures; that the fallen had to we dealt 
with a good deal like ships battered by the 
storme, which have to go into a dry dock for 
repairs. I obtained industrial engineers and 
established industries, night schools and 
prison farms. I made men trusties and put 
them out in the sun. Everything was re- 
modeled and the State prisons now have 890 
acres of vegetable gardens. 

“In the inaane asylums three-fourths of 
the inmates are able to work if they have the 
opportunity and these institutions have been 
rebullt on the basis of one acre to every in- 
mate. Today there are 1000 acres to each in- 
stitution. Under the old order of things Ohio 
had to buy even the potatoes which her 
charges ate. Today Ohio is the largest 
breeder of pure-bred Helstein cattle in the 
world on the farms connected with her inst!- 
tutions. There is a farm for every establish - 
ment. 

“I never pardon a man without seeing him 
and talking to him. I think that I am a 
good judge of people and the wisdom of our 
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methods seems to be borne out by our sta- 
tistics of returns, which show that less than 
2 per cent of the men sent out from the 
prisons violate their parole. Under the old 
order men went to prison with the motto, 
‘lle who enters here leaves hope behind.” 
Now it should be written in letters of gold 
over every prison door that ‘He who enters 
here doesn't leave hope behind.’ 

“The men are taught stenography in night 
school and not long ago a man who had 
learned the work In prison wrote to his pal, 
who had been forced to remain behind for a 
while, offering a job in the freed man’s office 
in Chicago. And the second man went out 
and took it after he left prison. 

“In some of the institutions I think that 
every prisoner has written a hundred letters 
asking the men outside to vote for me when 
l have been up for re-election.” 

Then came the subject of the schoola fn 
the system of which the Governor has ef- 
fected another change concerning which he 
waxes proud when he talks. 

Prior to 1912 Ohio had the customary 
country school system, which means the one- 
room school with as poor or as good a teach- 
er as the district was able to afford. 


Tells of His Fight Against 
the One-Room Country School 


“T had noticed,”” the Governor explained, 
the drift toward the cities and I became con- 
vinced that the youth of our State could not 
be kept on the farms unless we gave the 
same educational opportunities out in the 
corn flelds that we gave in the towns. So J 
set out to correct it. 

“It was a tremendous job. The one-room 
schools were entrenched almost into an olf- 
garchy of power which sought to block me, 
You know there comes a time when you 
have got to take dynamite to break the hard- 
pan. I issued a proclamation and said there 
was going to be an educational congress, and 
asked that on a certain night the mothers and 
fathers in every school district assemble at 
their schools ,o select delegates to the con- 
gress. The slogan for that night was ‘Tat 
the lamp burn in every schoolhouse.’ 

“They came and they elected their delée- 
gates, and they assembled in a hall, 6000 
strong. Prior to this we had sent for W. H. 
Allen of New York and through him came 
Dr. Brittain, who made a thorough survey 
of the educational conditions in the State, 
The conditions were astounding. I person- 
ally placed the results before the educational 
congress with a plan for a remedy. 

‘Mothers went down that aisle and upon 
the stage where they spoke the emotions of 
their own hearts, that all they craved was 
education for their sons and daughters. The 
congress itself recommended a new school 
code. Public opinion was made, 
feature on which we were to maintain the 
community schools which are supplanting 
the country schools was that boys were to 
be taught stockraising; girla were to be 
taught home economics, and we were to give 
a classical course, graduation from which 
would admit to the State University. It has 
absolutely transformed our whole country 
life.’’ 

Mention of the Anti-Saloon League brought 
fire to the Governor's eye.. It has fought him 
desperately for the last two campaigna. 


Told Anti-Saloon League

grew to tremendous proportions during the war and 
has found fertfle sofl fn expanding Federal contro! of 
the conduct and activities of the people. 
During the war we hed ample {llustration of what 
Government bureaus and Government propaganda, 
necessary then for the unifying of popular sentiment 
and popular action for a great emergency threatening 
the safety of the republic, may become. We were 
shown what potent engines they were to control the 
people, to mold their thought and regulate their con- 
duct, and how easily they might be utilized for black- 
mail, for corruption, for tyranny, for the entrenching 
of an oligarchy of men and interests in the seat of 
governmental power. & 
Now we know how much of the strength in the San 
Francisco convention of the blundering and unpop- 
ular Attorney-General was gathered. The employes 
of his department were a solid phalanx for his candi- 
dacy; there are charges that the power of the depart- 
ment was misused to gain political supporters. In 
the bureau to control living cost many women were 
organized, most of them moved by the best intent 
to serve the people, but, wittingly or unwittingly, they 
were led to serve political ambition and political ends 
at Government expense, regardless of impartial judg- 
ment of public welfare or the obligations of public 
service for which they were paid. It cannot be de- 
nied that much of Mr. McAdoo’s strength, with or 
without his own consent or co-operation, was due 
to official influence, nor that the original Hoover 
boom was greatly strengthened by the influence of 
the Food Administration and the organization of food 
control bureaus. 


Under the operation of the Federal enforcement act 
the Government is building up another vast bureau, 
with millions of money and thousands of agents, 
with the power of fine and imprisonment in their 
hands. We do not attack the motives of the men in 
cohtrol of this nation-wide organization nor of their 
subordinates. That is not necessary. We merely cal! 
attention to the possibilities of evil—political misuse 
and corruption—in such a machine and of the proven 
tendency of governmental bureaus to serve official 
power and political organizations. We do not doubt 
the honesty of the great majority of men in the or- 
ganization, but we do know the possibility of its 
being packed and misused by designing politicians in 
power. 

If this tendency towards centralized contro! of pop- 
ular activities and personal conduct continues, what 
will happen to the republic? How will the people 
resist the power of an administration armed with 
millions to expend in propaganda ané@ with millions 
of adherents to influence or actually control the po- 
litical machines? The sovereignty of the people will 
be paralyzed and their will made helpless by in- 
sidious but potent influences directed from Wash- 
ington. Conditions wil] become intolerable and revo- 
lutionary reaction inevitable. 

The agent of governmental tyranny and corruption 
is bureaucracy. The only safety lies in rigid ad- 
herence to those sound principles of democracy under 
which government is confined to the functions which 
concern the common interests of the people—preser- 
vation of peace and order and the protection of the 
individual in his rights and liberties. When we go 
beyond these principles and arm the Government with 
power to invade rights, check liberty and regulate 
the activities and conduct of the people we are head-

It is conceded that the Standard's status is differ- | 
ent from that of the Gulf and Texas companies, which | 
are frankly chartered as common carriers and trans-| 
port oil at rates fixed by the State, or subject to the| 
State’s determination. The Standard, on the contrary, 
buys the oil from the producer before it is turned into. 
the pipe line. It, therefore, {s hauling its own prod- | 
uct and claims it cannot be declared a common. car- 
rier by the Legislature. It cites a Supreme Court de- | 
cision that no corporation can be declared a peblic 
utility or common carrier that is in the business 
of hauling its own products exclusively. 

But the independent operators insist that this 
Standard claim is neither honest nor sincere, that it, 
is a technical pleading. The facts are, say the in-| 
dependents, that in many fields the operators are at | 
the mercy of Standard, that they are compelled to 
accept whatever price Standard offers, since they 


Standard is their only market. Granting that Stand- | 
ard ordinarily pays the market price, especially in. 
established fields, the charge f{s made that the vast 
pipe-line plants of Standard have been paid for by 
the producers, who, in the early days of every field, 
have had to sell their ol] at a figure sufficiently be- 
low the market price to defray the cost of construct- 
ing the pipe line.

I sup- 
posed it had all been figured out by political 
actuaries, and was about to join the move- 
ment to confine the campaign to Ohio for the 
purpose of saving time and money. 

Socrates: I don’t want to put myself too 
much in opposition to what the politicians at 
both conventions thought, but Cleveland was 
twice elected without carrying Ohlo. 

Polemarchus: That is interesting: Is there 
something peculiar about Ohio men that so 
many of them become candidates for President? 

Socrates: I don’t think so. The fact that 
two or three men from there were nominated 
for President created the impression that the 
position of Ohio was politically strategic. The 
consequence has been that whereas the rest of 
us are born with only a chance to be President 
the people of Ohio are born with the expecta- 
tion of actually becoming President I think 
that this has made politics in Ohio much more 
practical than politics anywhere else in the 
country. If one notices the tactics of Ohio at 
a national convention, one readily becomes im- 
pressed by the Intensely practical nature of 
politics ag practiced in Ohio. For instance, an 
Ohio delegation at such a convention is not 
made up ofa lot of political nobodies, as is the 
case in so many State delegations. It is packed 
with former Senators and Governors, and 
every living Ohio politician of whom we ever 
heard is there in his seat. After a man has been 
in high office in Missouri he becomes an out- 
cast. The party hag nothing to do with him. 
and he has nothing to do with the party. That 
is what makes the difference between Missourt 
and Ohio at a convention. The Missouri dele- 
gation looks like one of the male choruses in 
“The Bohemian Girl,” and the Ohio delega- 
tion looks like a page of notables from the 
rotogravure section. 

Glaucon: It is not, then, a difference in the 
states themselves, but a difference tn political 
method, 

Socrates: Certainly. The Ohtoans are really 
politicians, whereas the Missourians are not 
politicjans. 

Polemarchus: We may eay that the one is 
looking for the presidency, while the other its 
only looking for money. 

Socrates: Exactly. Imagine the kind of dele- 
gation we send from Missouri getting a presiden- 
tial nomination for a Missourian! Yet there are 
as good men in Missouri as there are in Ohio. 
There are even newspaper editors as highly 
qualified as the newspaper editors of Ohio. 
There is less to be said for Missouri as a pivotal 
state, but not so much less as one would guess 
from the fact that Ohio gets most of the presi- 
dential candidates and Missouri never gets any 
of them. The real difference is in the political 
methods of the two states.

ADVANCE OF DISCOUNT RATES. 

From the Dallas News. 

T seems to have become the policy of banks 

to advance their discount rates commensurate- 
ly with the advances made in the rediscount rates 
of the Federal Reserve Banks. Some of them seem 
not to have been content to limit their advances 
to the advances made by the Federal Reserve 
banks, but to have made the action of the Federa! 
Reserve banks a pretext to widen the previously 
existing difference between the discount and the 
rediscount rates. It was not the purpose in cre- 
ating the Federal Reserve System to enable the 


discount operations. Nor was it the purpose even 
to enlarge their opportunities for increasing their 
earnings in any way. The salient purpose was to 
create and maintain a reservoir of credit for use 
in times of stress. Whenever rediscount rates are 
advanced, therefare, it is done chiefly to husband 
the resources of the Federal Reserve banks. If 
member banks are to make a profit on their re- 
discount operations they will be under no induce- 
ment to contract the volume of credit, and hence 
the purpose of the Federal Reserve Bank in ad- 
vancing its rediscount rates will be somewhat 
balked, {f not defeated. If the member banks had 
all of their loanable funds outstanding, or even 
any very large percentage of them, it might be 
both just and expedient to make additional loans 
at the rates of the Federal Reserve banks, or even 
at rates higher than those of the Federal Re- 
serve banks, But when they make their rates ad- 
vance with those of the Federal Reserve banks 
without being under the necessity of rediscounting 
the loans made at those advanced rates, it is evi- 
dent that they are merely exploiting an opportu- 
nity which arises from an unhealthful condition 
of finance and industry.

|— F you call a soviet by the harmless name of 
“State Legislature,” will the great American 
people swallow the sugar-coated pill? The Peo- 


ple'’s Power League of Oregon, which had a good 
deal to do with putting over the Initiative and the 
referendum and other reforms that have turned 
out to be quite innocuous, is making the test. It 
proposes an amendment to the State Constitution 
by which the people would elect the members of 
the Legislature on the basis of the elector’s busi- 
ness and home occupations and in proportion te 
the number engaged in each business. By this 
method the registered members of each occupea- 
tion in the State, instead of the registered dent- 
zens of each crossroads or city, would elect men 
or women to represent them. “Men no more 
fairly represent women tn the Legislature than 
they formerly represented women at the polls,” 
says the league, and it has its doubts as to how 
well city lawyers represent farmers. Taking the 
occupational figures of the census of 1910 as & 
basis, it reckons that out of every 100 members of 
the Oregon State Legislature, 14 should be farm 
ers, 14 farmers’ housewives, five farm laborer

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WAR LOSS IN EUROPE 
WAS $100,000,000,000 


English Financier Says United |i 
‘ States Increased Wealth | | 
30 Per Cent. |

Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
LONDON, June 24.—The actual 


éost of the war to European belli- 
gerent® was in excess of $100,000,- | 
600,000, represented by property 
and pensions, Edgar Crammond, Ern- 
glish financier, told the Bankers In- 
stitute at a recent meeting here. 

He fixed the following as the real 
losses of the European belligerent: 

Germany, $43,600,000,000; France, 
$32,250,000,000; the United King- 
dom, $26,000,000,000; Italy, $10,- 
600,000,000; Belgium $2,260,000,000. 

To only two belligerent countries 
—the United States and Japan—did 
the war bring prosperity, Cram- 
mond said, but Spain, Holland, 
Switzerland, Greece and Scandinavia 
also had grown wealthier. He be- 
lieved the “liquid capital of the 
world, now distributed in centers 
which are unaccustomed to the ex-. 
ercise of their new powers,” would 
eventually again find its chief out- | 
let through London. 

“The war has produced an ex- 
traordinary change in the economic 
relations of the United States with 
Europe,” he said. “Whereas in 1914 
America owed Europe $10,000,000,- 
000 at present Europe owes America 
$10,000,000,000. 

Assuming that the post-war pur- 
chasing power of the dollar was 70 
per cent of.ite pre-war value, Cram- 
mon said during the last five years 
there had been an actual increase in 
the national wealth of the United 
States of approximately 30 per cent. 
and he estimated this wealth now in 
the neighborhood of $350,000,000.- 
000 to $400,000,000,000. 

The national wealth of Japan, he 
estimated, had been doubled by the 
war. 

On the basis of a post-war mark 
valued at 6@ per cent of its pre-war 
value, he estimated Germany has 
lost, apart from the indemnity, 26 
per cept of her national wealth, the 
whole of her mercantile marine, all 
her colonial possessions, and prac- 
tically the whole of her investment 
abroad. If the figures suggested at 
the Hythe conference, $32,250,000,- 
000, were fixed as the German war 
indemnity, he declared, the total 
losses of the German people arising 
out of the war would be equivalent 
to about $75,000,000,000, or one-half 
her national wealth. 

“Bo far as the world as a whole is 
concerned the principal loss is in the 
fact that Europe is not yet ‘a going 
coneern,’” he continued, “but the 
underlying economic forces which 
made h the great center of the 
world’s commercial activities are 
atill at work and rapidly will trans- 
form the economic situation in Eu- 
rope.” 

He said the dominant characteris- 
tic of iriternationa! trade in the next 
10 years will be a tremendous world 
demand for capital, and the internal 
financial policies of the nations 
should be framed with due regard to 
this condition.

“It is a true confession,” replied 
the prisoner. 

Appended to the verdict was a 
commendation of thé police and the 
State's Attorney's office for the man- 
ner in which they handled “one of 
the most cunningly schemed and 
fiendish crimes ever committed in 
Chicago.” 

“Ready to Hang Now.” 

Asked if he had any statement to 
make, Wanderer said: “I have told 
ev nthe oo I’m ready to hang now.” 

Johnson, brother-in-law of 
Wanderer, was the only member of 
the family present. Both kept their 
eyes averted from each other, and 
no sign of recognition was passed. 

Mrs. Vanos said that, while her 
husband was serving with the Can- 
adian forces in France, she lived at 
the home of her stepfather in Folke- 
stone, England. 

“It was in Folkestone TI first met 
Watson, who came frequently to visit 
us,” she said.

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EAR READER: 

‘We arrived at Bangkok, Siam, at the unearthly hour of 4 a m. 
scenery along the Menam River. 

Jungle on both sides, mangoes right down to the water’s edge, millions of palm trees, small 
white snakes swimming in the water, big jelly ‘fish and electric eels. The sun came up quickly 
and we passed native huts built on floats, canoes going to market, junks, then the golden spire of 
a native temple or wat poked up over the palms and chimney stacks, a line of steamers at anchor, 
and as we dropped our hook about 30 large junks came out from the shore and bumped and crashed alongside. 

As we stepped ashore a driving rain came down. In five minutes there was four inches of water over every-. 
thing, five minfites more and the shower was past, and the ground already drying. The captain drove us to our 
hotel.

fine, rich chocolate color, pleasant looking folk, but 
with teeth all black from betel chewing. 

The city is a combination of palaces, splendid and 
barbaric things, and thatched shacks. There is no 
middle class—just rich and poor. We called on sev- 
eral Americans and every one of them dated us for 
lunch or dinner. 

We went up the river to call on Miss Cole, a mis- 
sionary with a girl's school. 

She's a peach—an old, old lady, who has been in 
Bangkok years. She gave us tea and lined the kids 
up—about a hundred of them—and they sang the Si- 
amese national anthem. Some of her pupils are 
Princesses, but as a Siamese nobleman has a gang of 
wives, it’s no special curiosity to be a Princess. 

The late King had over 300 wives. He left them in 
his will to the present King, but he doesn’t want 
them. 

We went to the Royal Bangkok Sports Club and 
Were put up as members. Then sat out on a lovely 
lawn.and had Scotch and soda while the mosquitoes 
ate our ankles off. The women and lots of men wear 
a big bag over their feet when they sit at table, and 
at night before you turn in you have to take a look 
inside your mosquito nets. It’s a fine malaria country

—perfectly flat. The only hill in it is built of brick, 
with a temple on top of it and the slopes covered 
with trees. George and I eat some quinine every day. 


The hotel in Bangkok is typical of the East, but 
rather poorer than most. A huge, low, rambling af- 
fair of wood, with rooms about 30 feet square and 
high partitions of tissue paper, through which you 
can hear everything, and a bath consisting of a great 
jar of earthenware and a tin dipper. 


Every evening the walls and ceilings are decorated 
with chinchooks, little lizards which keep the mos- 
quito mortality high, and tokays—lizards about a 
foot long, which sound like an automobile horn. 


On our third day we had lunch, or tiffin, with Miss 
Cole, who went sightseeing with us. The American 
Minister had gotten us permits to visit the palace. 

First we saw the sacred white elephants, three of 
them, each in its separate house. Big, Mangy, gray 
beasts, with pink eyes and white-edged ears. Once 
a day, in the early morning, they go down to the river 
to bathe; all the rest of the time they are tied fast to - 
bic teakwood stakes in their stables and never move. One has been there 30 
years. 

It was impossible to get into the palace proper, as the Queen’s mother is lying 
in state in a golden urn. She’s to be cremated next month. 

But we visited the temples. They are almost impossible to describe. Miss Cole 
ame near it when she said that they reminded her of rainbows broken to bits 
‘and built up again into wats. Every conceivable shape and all colors—gold, silver, 
blue, green, purple, brown, crimson. Towers built of cement and decorated all 
over with porcelain flowers, angels, giants, mythical birds and animals. Huge 
procelain giants guard every door, and the grounds are full of little wooded hillocks, 
some grouped with birds, some with animals, some with people, all in porcelain. 

All about our station, it seems, were wild elephants, rhinos, tigers, panthers 
and snakes galore. A Frenchman described how he killed an 18-foot boa con- 
strictor, and the Siamese Prince told of finding centipedes in one’s shoes and 
scorpions under the bed. We looked under and over the beds for scorpions, and 
then George went into the little room next door. I came running at his yell, 
and there on the wall was a spider as big as my band, all black and hairy. We 
threw something at it and it climbed to the thatch in the roof, out of sight. 
Next minute it jumped and missed me by an inch. Believe me, I was scared. 
I tried to step on it, but it moved like a streak. We left it behind the water jar. 
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The young man with large social ambitions 
and a small salary pawns his fur coat and 
collects the burglary insurance. 


HE public's old friend, “the efficiency 
burglar,” may well be alarmed and in- 
dignant over the growth, here and else- 
where, of a practice which threatens to 
seriously infringe on his business of 
stealing folks’ property and selling it 
back to them at “reasonable” rates. This 
innovation, which, if it persists, may drive all the pro- 
fessional burglars out of the field, consists in people 
stealing from themse!ves and collecting their burglary 
insurance. 

It is, as “the efficiency burglar” is reported to have 
said, not only a species of unfair competition, but is 
a form of dishonesty which is shocking to the regular 
members of the profession, and is bound to have a de- 
pressing moral effect on the community. It is easy 
to imagine a “union” burglar arguing that, at present, 
everybody knows what to expect of a robber, but if 
everybody takes up thieving, there will be no trusting 
anyone. 

The cost of high living is blamed as the chief cause 
of this new vice. When spring arrives, the young man 
who is trying to travel in thousand-dollar circles on 
a $200 salary, casts about for an auxiltary source of in- 
come to defray expenses. He hits upon the idea of 
insuring his fur coat against burglary, subsequently 
pawning the coat and then proceeding to collect the 
insurance. 

Or the lady of doubtful age and antecedents, feel- 
ing the necessity of appareling herself so as to appear 
to the best advantage to matrimonial prospects, rents 
a safety deposit box, secrets her jewels therein, goes 
home, disarranges her hair and sereams from a win- 
dow that she has been robbed. Then fol- 
lows the presentation of insurance claims, 
the purchase of the desired frocks and the 
gradual ahd discreet reappearance of the 
“stolen” gems. Soft pickings—say the in- 
surance companies, who are the goats. 


Thus, by a curious paradoy, one sees the 
insurance companies and tft. <ir traditional 
enemies, the regular burglars, making com- 
mon cause against a new enemy. Consider- 
able glee prevailed, recentiv, therefore, at 
the reported instance of burglary coming 
home to roost. In this case, it was said, a 
man arranged for two robbers to hold up 
himself and his wife, and take $2000 worth 
of jewelry from them. He put in a claim 
for the insurance. The burglars returned 
the loot and were paid $500. But—and here 
the joke comes in—they broke into the same 
house later in good earnest, actually stole 
the jewelry and carried it off. 

Detectives who investigated the circum- 
stances reported that they could not prove 
this state of facts, but cited certain suspi- 
cious circumstances that caused the insur- 
ance company to hold up the payment of 
the claim. The man could not afford to pre- 
sent the facts of the real robbery, because 
he already had reported the jewels stolen 
once. It since has been reported, however, 
that he managed to recover some of the 
loot, probably by reason of knowing exactly 
where to seek for it. 

Another instance related with much rel- 
ish is that of an East St. Louis merchant 
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Practice of robbing oneself to collect 
the burglary insurance has grown 
to great proportions in various cities 
—Cost of high living said to be the 
cause— Young men with small sal- 
aries and large social aspirations 
pawn fur coats and claim indemnity 
—‘‘Honest’’ burglars say they can’t 
make a living -0- -O- -0- 


who sustained a loss. The robbery was a fact, all right 
—but the list of the loot which he submitted in his 
claim for insurance was something else again. The 
goods which he enumerated would have filled a wagon, 
and the valuation was large. 

But the merchant, in discounting the ability of the 
local police, made an error—for the thief was arrested 
and, made.a confession. He had stolen the merchan- 
dise, he said—a whole armful of it. No, he didn’t have 
any truck or wagon. This story was verified by wit- 
nesses who saw him running away with the stuff in his 
arms. 

The merchant took counsel with himself, decided 
after careful thought that he probably had been mis- 
taken in the amount of merchandise stolen, and sub- 
mitted a revised list—of just about one-tenth the s.ze 
of the former one. The rotber vouched for its ac- 
curacy, and the claim was paid. 

The injustice of the practice, where the regular 
burglars are concerned, is evident. They have enough 
sins of their own to carry, without being made gcape- 
goats for those who pilfer their own premises. 

Home-made burglary has not attained the vogue 
here that it enjoys in New Yora, where, the insurance 
cOmpanies say, it has reached asiounding proportions. 
kur coats aud jeweis seem to be tue most frequent ob- 
jects of it, but, as in the case o:1 s.ores reporting rob- 
beries, the listed articles range trum cocaine to phono- 
graphs. 3 

su th.s classification one exception must be made— 
that of liquor. During recent munths the number of 
robveries suspected of being tanes have included an 
increasing piuportion of liquor twefts, until now, they 
equal ali the rest combined. Whole warehouses, con- 
taimmug Hunareus of barrels, have veen literally cleaned 
Out, and thieves have been blamed. 


. This is better understood when it is pointed out that 


Feueral agents regularly inspect liquor warehouses, 
and, when any of the contents disappear, the owners 
must explain where it went. It is easy to say that it 
was stolen. These “thefts” have become so frequent 
and of such magnitude as to result in scandals in sev- 
eral cities. 

Private stocks also have feit the blight. Thousands 
of cellars have been denuded of the precious juice. Con- 
ceruiag many of those, there has been no shadow of 
Susgscion, but others have not borne scrutiny so well.

away before the Volstead act became rampant are 
reporting, a year later, the theft of the whole stock,” 
said the manager of a big company which tmsures 
liquor against thievery. “They just naturally seem to 
forget that they ever drank any of it. 


“Furthermore, they expect us to pay them what they 
consider it was worth. It usually was worth a good 
deal more to them than its actual value. Some of 
them want $15 a quart for their lost Bourbon, although 
they got it for less than $3. If we wanted to be tech- 
nical, we would have them cornered. Our policies read

O CLAIM one of the 110 Carnegie hero- 
tines of this country and Canada is a new 
distinction for St. Louis. In the army of 
college boys and girls returning with 
the summer to the city and its environs, 
came a little coed—sunny-haired, biue- 
eyed and vivacious—from the University 
of Illinois, to live with her sister, Mrs. Chariton P. 
Lathrop of 800 South Taylor avenue, Kirkwood. She 
is Miss Frances B. Holstein, and her name appears 
first in the report of the Carnegie Hero Fund Commis- 
sion issued Jan. 31, 1920. 

To be a Carnegie hero is a rare distinction, but to 
be a Carnegie heroine is a superdistinction. In the 16 
years since the good old Scotsman in 1904 established 
his fund for the recognition of deeds of heroism, out 
of 20,241 cases which have been considered, but 1562 
awards have been made. That is, heroes, men who 
put the lives of others above their own, have appeared 
at the rate of something less than 100 a year. And 
heroines—rarer yet—have been made at the rate of 
only seven annually. 

Heroines! Of what stuff are they? Judged from 
Miss Holstein they must be little, about 5 feet 2, and 
graceful; they must have hair like gold, worn bobbed, 
frank blue eyes and.a mischievous smile. For such 
are the specifications of this small heroine, who has 
just finished her freshman year at the university. She 
plays tennis and dances and specializes in physiolegy 
and as a member of a sorority takes a vivid part in 
the good times and the hard work which make up the 
life of a coed in a mid-Western university. 

“Greater love hath no man than this, that he lay 
down his life for a friend,” sayeth the Book. It is be- 
cause she was willing to lay down her life for a fellow 
man that Miss Holstein is not only the owner of the 
beautiful bronze hero medal, but that she is a student 
at the university. The monetary award which some- 
times accompanies the medal “for a worthy cause” 
was given her to complete her education, and she will 
receive a similar amount ($500) for each of the suc- 
ceeding three. years necessary to attain her A. B 
degree. | 

It was in the jungles of southeast Florida, on Feb. 
19, 1918, that Miss Holstein proved herself a heroine 
She had been picnicking with a party of friends, among 
whom were Bishop Cameron Manan of the Episcopai 
Diocese of Florida and the Rev. Benjamin W. Soper, 
rector of the Episcopal Church at Cocoanut Grove, 
Fla. Late in the afternoon they turned into a dense 
forest, with the idea of hunting orchids. On the bough 
of a huge oak, almost out of reach, Miss Holstein and 
a girl friend discovered one of the coveted plants. They 
had just scrambled upon a high, knee-like root of the 
tree when they heard the startled voice of Bishop Mann 
calling, “Don’t move for your life, girls; there’s a snake 
under that root.” ~ 

“We looked down,” Miss Holstein tells the story 
“Just below.-was an enormous snake, coiled to strike 
It darted its head viciously from side to side, and its 
fangs vibrated angrily. In a moment it would choose 
its victim. 

“My companion gave a sickening scream ‘Stand 
still and keep still,’ I whispered, attempting to appear 
calm. Back of us was the tree; a jump to either side 
would only hasten the blow. To give the men in the 
party time to act We must remain absolutely immobile

scended upon the reptile—once, twice. As _ its coils 
relaxed in death we were startled by an ominous rattle.

according to Crane. 
The stage and then the audience are too far away. 
Takes too long to get off stage and a lot depends upon 
an exit. Your dance is finished, that’s all there is 
to it, and you are still some 20 feet from the wings. 
Leaves you nothing to do but walk off. Meanwhile 
the audience gets busy wondering what's next and 
forgets all about your encore. Thus complained the 
comic pessimist. 

Pessimistically, he failed—again—to tell that the 
fantastic steps he’ has been improvising to fill in the 
gap have been the greatest hit thus far of the season. 

“And then, memorizing a new part every week; 
never did it before,”” he grumbled on. “Keeps the old 
brain working. It’s all wrong. It’s all wrong. Never 
can see the audience. Never can hear them. Some- 
times think they've all gone home. Strikes you in 
the middle of a song, makes you feel foolish out here 
in this big lonesome park all by yourself.”

ASHION notes as a rule are dreary reading. Occasionally 
F some one with an artistic eye and an interesting mind lends 
value and entertainment to the subject. 

Here are some random notes furnished in a personal letter by a 
Californian youth, Jean Renwick Roget, who developed, while lit- 
tle more than a boy, a precocious talent for designing women's 
clothes. He came to New York a couple of years ago, found quick 
recognition for his talent in several of the best known Fifth Avenue 
establishmenis, but in May left for Paris to further his studies in 
his chosen career. These notes show his quickness of perception 
and his power to grasp salient details. They present a vivid im- 
pression that is as enlightening as it is entertaining.

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VONNIE MAY GRIFFITH 


T WAS on a bright May morning that I made 
my wayeup the beautiful pike made by the 
Shakers, winding its way from the Kentucky 
River, with its palisades worthy of the painter's 
brush, to the ancient settlement of Shakertown. 
On one side rose the bluff, and on the other 
a stream of Kentucky roughs ran down to the 
river. As I proceeded the stream dwindled into a mere 
run, which had its source in a spring bubbling in what 
used to be a Shaker pasture. As is usual in the moun- 
tain country, I discovered that the way was much 
longer than the mile and a half of which I had been 
told.~ But others had said it was two miles, or even 
four miles. The latter seemed the true distance to 
me, on this warm spring forenoon. But I didn’t mind, 
since every step revealed some spot of rare beauty. 

Finally I came upon Pleas:nt Hill, far-famed as 
Shakertown, which, at the beginning of the Civil War, 
was inhabited by more than 500 members of the sect. 
Today only three Sha..ers reside in the quaint village 
of the Bluegrass country. ' They ‘re Sister Mary and 
Brothers William and Jimmie. Sister Mary, who is 
83 years old, has lived in the settlement 60 years, and 
Brothers William and Jimmie are respectively 9 and 
74 years old. 

Most of the structures of the old village are three 
stories high, and all are in a perfect state of preser- 
vation, although some’ are more than a century old. 
The chief edifices are called the North, East, West, 
South and Center Houses. Sister Mary is ending her 
days in a cozy room at the Center House, while the 
two male survivors of the colony reside in the West 
House. Caretakers look after the comforts of the aged 
Shakers. 

The showplace of Shakertown is Assembly 
Hall. It is a three-story brick structure, with 
the characteristic pair of spiral stairways- 
one for each sex—by which the Shakers ascend 
ed to their rooms. It was erected in 1839 aud 
contains 52 rooms, including 10 finished rooms 
in the basement. This bouse was occupied 
by soldiers during the Civil War, and _ the 
“dungeon,” a room on the third floor, was 
used as a storage place for guns and ammu- 
nition. The old stone horse block and drink- 
ing trough, at one side of the house, are al- 
most hidden by vines and shrubbery. Assem- 
bly Hall, with 700 acres of land, was bought 
in 1897 by Gen. John B. Castleman, and is 
owned today by J. H. Keith. 


According to some, the oldest structure 
in the settlement ig a stone house of four 
rooms, two upstairs and two -down, which 
was erected in 1809, but there is a rumor 
that a small four-room frame house, stand- 
ing nearby, was built in 1805. Another stone 
house was built in 1811, and until a few years 
ago it served as an office for Brother William, 
who was known to the gentiles as Dr. William 
Pennebaker. Another stone house dates back to 
1813. East House was built in 1817; and so substan- 
tial was the Shaker architecture that today, 103 years 
afterwards, not a brick is out of place. The West 
House was built in 1821.

What a wonder- 
ful ballroom the old church would 
make! This floor, after nearly a 
century of use, is still as smooth as 
a billiard table, the boards being so 
exactly and firmly joined together

And such scrupulous con- 
struction is characteristic of the 
Shakers. All of their floors. were 
built in the same manner. There 
must have been master builders 
among the early Shakers, to judge 
from the perfectly preserved struc- 
tures reared by their own hands, from 
bricks manufactured on the spot. 


Sister Mary, the last of the Shak- 
er sisters, sat in the sunshine of an 
open window of ber room in the Cen- 
ter House.

permitted nowadays to enter Sister 
Mary's private room. She had re- 
fused, only two days before, to see 
the Attorney-General of Illinois. 

Sister Mary was the daughter of Mary Ann McKing 
Carmichael and Daniel Carmichael of Albemarle 
County, Va. At the age of 17 she was graduated from 
the public schools in Louisville, and married Franklin 
Settle a year later. While her two children were 
still babies, her husband died. She became a teacher 
in the same school at which she had been a pupil. 

At the beginning of the Civil War she took her 
children on a visit to Shakertown and has remained 
there ever since. First she taught in the Shaker 
school, and then became secretary of the society, a 
pesition which she held until she was 73 years old. 
And until less than a year ago she acted as local 
correspondent for a newspaper at Harrodsburg, Ky. 
Journalism is in her blood, for one of her ancestors 
was an editor of the great Edinburgh Review. 

“It was wonderful to watch her,” said a resident of 
“She was so active, and went every day 
to the Inn to gather news.” The Inn is a resort built 
for the accommodation of the hundreds of automobile 
tourists who visit Shatertown weekly.

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Famous masterpieces and other pictures 
have been copied in oil directly on 
the plaster by Charles B. Anderson 
who has just completed 8-year task 
— Rug designs painted on floors 


HERE is a small frame house in Ed- 

wardsville, Ill., the equal of which for 

richness of mural decoration probably 

could not be found in the United States. 

Practically every wall bears from one 

to three handsome oil paintings. It is 

the home of Charles B. Anderson and 

family. Partly for nis own pleasure, but mainly for 

the sake of his children, Anderson has spent prac- 

tically ali of his spare time in the last eight years 

in painting pictures upon the inside walls of his home. 

Not a room in the modest frame dwelling at 705 North 

Fillmore street but testifies to his skill with a paint 

brush, whether it be of the kind which is lightly ap- 

plied to a palette or the sturdier kind dipped into 
a quart bucket. 

In rooms like the kitchen and the halls, which are 
not suitable for pictures, this lover of art has de- 
signed and executed such a multitude of panels and 
borders that they do not suffer by comparison with 
the rest of the house, where the fresco decorations are 
more elaborate. 

Down the stairway, for example, extends a series of 
panels, each containing a different kind of bird. Most- 
ly they are pictures of native birds and were s etched 
in the immediate vicinity of the Anderson home. The 
children know the name of each variety, and some- 
thing of its habits, for, of course, they helped their 
father in making his studies of the feathered modeis. 

But the important part of his task, and the one of 
most interest to visitors, is the collection of large 
pictures which Anderson has painted in oil directly 
upon the plaster walls of his house. Widely varied in 


subject and in manner of treatment, these paintings - 


are a monument to what loving patience, with but lit- 
tle training, can achieve. And the effort was made 
largely tor the sake of the children. 

Anderson earns a living for the family as a paper- 
hanger, painter and general deco- 
rator, but there is no paper on 
his walls. The large oi! paintings, 
which distinguish this home from 
most others. have been applied 
stroke by stro’e to the very plas- 
ter of the walls, preceded only by 
a coat of the varnish sizing which 
precedes all fresco work. 

The remainder of the wall has 
in each case been decorated with 
the brush in some harmonious 
color. Gilt frames of a deceptive 
cleverness have been painted

around the pictures, and add to the illusion that the 
roonis are generously hung with handsome pictures on 
the ordinars canvas. 

“Canvas should have been put over the plaster, and 
been painted on ‘nstead of the plaster,” says Ander- 
son, “but that wes going to mae it too expensive. 
Canvas-covered walls are more common in Europe 
than here, where only wealthy 
people seem to have them. That 
is one reason, perhaps, why 
walls with pictures painted on 


commonly seen in Europe than 
in this country. They are espe- 
cially numerous in buildings 
used by the general publ.c. 

“The plaster work in our 
house is exceptionally good, for 
the reason that it was the 
workman's first job. The con- 
tractor told him that if the job 
Was a good one there would be 
plenty more work for him. So 
we got an extra good job, and 
have .been troubled very little 
by plaster cracking or flaking 
off.”’ 

The paintings include a wide 
variety of subjects, so that the 
painter's ability to render vari- 
ous types has been pretty well 
tested. These subects include 
landscapes, seascapes, human 
figures in repose and in mo- 
tion, wild and domestic ani- 
mals. All of them are copies, 
some of the originals of which 
bear names famous in the 
world of art. 

But Anderson usually has 
had to work from a small copy 
of the original, which frequent- 
ly was only a black-and-white 
reproduction. When a man can 
take a small reproduction of 
the painting called “The Pil- 
grims,” less than a foot square, 
and evolve from it the richly 
colored group of 65 Swiss 
churchgoers, with tremendous 
Alpine vista for background, 
which covers a space about five 
feet square and is regarded as 
Anderson's masterpiece, the 
copying comes near to being 
creative work. 


Some of the paintings 


their very surface are more 


The Anderson home at Edwardsville. 
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have been copied from, or sug- 


ested by. such humble things as the little picturcs 
which s-metimes appear on the covers of school chil- 
dren's tablets, or even picture postcards. Anderson 
does not attempt to “improve upon” the original by 
regrouping or changing the proportions. The first 
artist’s conception is respecied, and the work done 
with infinite care. 

A view of “Lake Vettern, Sweden,”’ is one of Ander- 
son’s own favorites, for the way in which it recalls 
boyhood days. Other subjects of paintings in the bed- 
rooms include “In the Foothills,” “River Scene,” 
“Can't You Talk?” (the well-known bay interrogating 
the family dog), and “A Summer Day in Holland 
Waters.” 

Downstairs the subjects include “The Pacific at 
Monterey,” “The Fete,” “The Fishermen's Return,” 
“Hay-Ma'ing,” “On the Morrow of Battle,’ “A Moon- 
lit Harbor” and “Gathering the Fagots.” One piece 
of work which has caused amusement is the hand- 
some Brussels rug on the floor of the dining room. 
Some people have to step on the rug before they learn 
that it is made, not of wool, but of paint. 

One point in Anderson's procedure is perhaps worth 
mentioning. As already stated, the pict res are care- 
fully “framed” with gilt pictures of the usual wide, 
carved frames. The artist says he invariably paints 
the “frame” first, then goes ahead with his picture. 
The space for the picture would naturally have to be 
marked off before the painting started, but perhaps 
the apparent presence of the frame serves to create 
a sort of an illusion that the artist is working on 
canvas in the orthodox manner, although the ordinary 
painting receives its frame only when finished, if 
then. 

Besides Mr. and Mrs. Anderson, both of whom were 
born in Sweden, the family includes Mrs. G. O. Smith, 
a married daughter, also residing at Edwardsville; 
Axel, 20 years old; Anna, 15; Carl, 12, and Hilma, 7. 


The home is in just such a spot as lovers of the 
beautiful would enjoy. Almost surrounded by trees, 
and perched on the edge of a ravine bolding a tiny 
brook in its depths, there are some romantic views to 
be had in more than one direction. Because of trees, 
there is hardly a neighbor's house in sight. But na- 
ture presses close, and here is one artist who can get 
inspiration in his own front yard. 

“Even if one only studies art for amusement, it 
keeps a person out of a whole lot of mischief,’ said 
Anderson. “It is an innocent pleasure. I! have only 
been able to dabble in the subject, but | know what 
it has meant to me. o 

“I would like to see some of my children follow art, 
in one of its branches, as a career. The younger chil- 
dren like to draw, and often they go throveh the box 
in which I have stored away printed copies of many 
fine pictures. | hope to get them started in the way
